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On June 2, 2009, the Alabama Commercial Mobile Radio Service Emergency Telephone Services 
Board (the Board), an agency of the State of Alabama, filed a petition asking the Commission to reject 
TracFone Wireless Inc.’s (TracFone) eligible telecommunications carrier (ETC) self-certification that it is 
in full compliance with the applicable 911 and enhanced E-911 obligations of the state of Alabama.1 The 
Board maintains that TracFone is not in compliance with the state’s 911 and enhanced E-911 obligations, 
and, therefore, requests that the Commission revoke TracFone’s limited ETC designation in Alabama.2

Interested parties may file comments on or before August 20, 2009, and reply comments on or 
before September 4, 2009.  All pleadings are to reference CC Docket No. 96-45.  Comments may be 
filed using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), or by filing paper copies.3
